Fo l 
lo w ing o u t this line o f arg u m ent, he 
wo uld he fo rced to co nclude 
th a t 
th e re is no T ru th , Spirit, o r God be 
cause th e physical senses do no t tes 
tifv to th e ir existence.

Were the aggresso rs fro m start to fln- 
lah,” declares the president after giv­ 
ing his o wn resume o f the vario us o f­ 
ficial repo rts o n the affair. 
‘‘Unparalelled fo r Infamy .” 
“They m et with no substantial resist­ 
ance, and o ne and all who to o k part 
in th at raid stand as deliberate mur- j 
derers, who did m urder o ne man, who 
tried to m urder o thers and who tried 
to m urder wo men and children. 
The ( 
act was o ne o f ho rrible atro city, and so 
far as I am aw are unparalleled fo r in -; 
fam y In the annals o f the 
United , 
States arm y.” 
Then he takes up the 
case o f tho se who wo uld no t reveal the 
names o f the guilty and says: 
Discipline Must Be Maintained. 
“These co mrades o f the m urderers, 
by their o wn actio n, have rendered It 
necessary either to leave all the men, 
including thg murderers, 1n the army, 
Or to turn tf?m all o ut; and under such 
circum stances there was no alternative, 
fo r the usefulness o f the army wo uld 
be at an end were we to perm it such 
an o utrage to be co mmitted with im­ 
punity.” 
W o uld T reat W hites th e Same W ay. 
F arther alo ng he defies his critics in 
these wo rds: 
“If an o rganizatio n o f 
tro o ps In the service, w hite o r bla« *k, 
is guilty o f similar co nduct in the fu­ 
ture I shall fo llo w precisely the same 
co urse. 
Under no circum stances will 
I co nsent to keep in the service bo dies

The president go es o ver all the testi­

the next .world. There is nothing sad­ 
der than to see a man all shrunken 
up with miserly lust, still grabbing 
for money at the brink of the grave. 
Of course the business man 
must 
look after his own interests, for no 
one else will do so for him, and yet 
he can take time to cultivate the 
higher things in life. 
"B e truthful, be frank, and tell 
the other man as much as he has a 
right to know. Be conservative, for 
the man w’ho rises quickly by spec­ 
ulation usually comes down again. 
Be honest, be kind, be sympathetic, 
be lovable, be sociable, be broad and 
be true.” 


At the meeting of the executivé 
committee of the directory of the 
Nachusa Orphans’ home, held in Dix­ 
on on Tuesday, there were three new 
children taken into the institution, 
which now brings the whole number 
being cared for there to twenty-sev­ 
en.

All of the reports 
made indicate the home to be in the 
best possible condition. In view of its 
rapid growth Rev. C. E. W irick has 
been installed as the superintendent 
of the institution. He will also serve 
as the pastor of the Lutheran church 
in the village of Nachusa in connec­ 
tion with his work in directing the 
affairs of the orphanage. 
There are two bequests of money 
which will become available 
soon 
that may be used to enlarge the in­ 
stitution, and there are so many ap­ 
plicants that this will be absolutely 
necessary. 
If the home was made 
larger a school could be started and 
teachers engaged for teaching two 
of the lower grades and thus hold 
the small children within the insti­ 
tution until they are better able to 
care for themselves. Now the chil­ 
dren all attend the village 
school 
which is not far from the orphan 
age. 
The report of the treasurer shows 
that at the present time there 
is 
$1,600 in the treasury for use to con­ 
duct the institution. 
• 
The home is but three years old 
and is under the auspices of 
the 
church in 
the middle west. Two 
sy­ 
nods in Illinois, one in Iowa, two in 
Nebraska, 
one in Kansas and 
an­ 
other in Colorado with the Warts- 
burg synod made up largely of Ger­ 
man churches, share in the care of 
the institution, and all have repre­ 
sentatives on the board of directors 
Rev. Fleck of Sterling, and Henr’ 
Shippert of Nachusa are the members 
on the board from the synod of North 


hi d Illinois. 
It. will 
be remembered that 
the 
orphanage was the gift of Mrs. Henry 
Shippert of Nachusa, to the church. 
It consists of a large farm residence 
lying against the limits of the vU 
lage and contains forty-six acres of 
ground. The growth of the institu­ 
tion has been 
phenomenal and it 
promises to become one of the great 
charitable institutions in this part of 
the state.

Chief Grain Inspector W. 
Scott 
Cowen is preparing a bill for sub­ 
mission to the forty-fifth 
assembly 
providing for uniform inspection of 
grain in Illinois. Mr. Cowen proposes 
to take up the matter with Governor 
Deneen at an early date and if the 
measure he proposes is approved it 
will be pushed in the general assem­ 
bly. 
Under the present system of grain 
inspection there is no rule of uni­ 
formity which seems to be enforce­ 
able. Mr. Cow'en, who is generally 
supposed to be the chief state grain 
inspector, is in fact chief inspector 
for the city of Chicago, with a con­ 
tested jurisdiction over the rest of 
the state. The present statute is crit­ 
icised as being ambiguous and un­ 
satisfactory in that it permits appoint 
ment by this government of chief in­ 
spectors in other cities, such as Peo­ 
ria, East St. Louis* .Kankakee 
and 
Decatur, who apparently have their 
own systems. 
Corn Not Graded Alike. 
It is asserted by importers and 
shippers that No. 1 corn is one thing 
in East St. Louis and another thing 
in Chicago and that the lack of uni­ 
formity in grading is causing consid­ 
erable loss. 
Under the statute it is made the 
duty of the governor to appoint by 
and with the consent of the state 
senate a suitable person who shall 
not be a member of the 
Board of 
Trade and who shall not be interest­ 
ed directly or indirectly in any ware­ 
house in the state, as chief inspector 
of grain. He shall hold office for two 
years in every city and county 
in 
which is located a warehouse of class 
A or class B, but it is provided that 
no such grain inspector for cities or 
counties in w'hich are located ware­ 
houses of class B shall be appointed 
except upon the application and peti­ 
tion of two or more warehousemen. 
In practice it seems that inspect­ 
ors are appointed by the governor on 
petition of boards of supervisors in 
counties. At any rate there appears 
to be no immediate 
control 
over 
country inspectors by the chief in­ 
spector at Chicago and the bill pro 
posed will make the chief inspector 
responsible for grading in the entire 
state with power to appoint and sum­ 
marily dismiss inspectors who shall

Henry Kenneth, who travels for 
the Grand Detour Plow company of 
this city, says that when he was 
at 
New Rockford, North Dakota, about 
a week ago, he saw over 65,000 bustv 
els of wheat piled upon tire ground 
and covered with several inches of 
snow. The elevators 
are

from too much wheat. The conditions 
there are getting serious. All this is 
brought about by the lack of cars. 
The grain men are unable to get the 
cars. 
Mr. Kenneth says the 
car 
question is the paramount question 
in the great northwest today. 
Reports from Kansas City state 
that notwithstanding the outcry of 
car famine from all sections of the 
country, there are 4,000 empty cars 
lying idle on the tracks in that city, 
and reports from various points in 
Kansas and Missouri are to the ef­ 
fect that there is no scarcity of erap1 
ties in either of these states.

In Kansas City, Kan., there were 
found by actual count 1,2 40 empties 
in five yards, while on the Missouri 
side the conditions were substanti­ 
ally the same. In every freight yard 
there is a state of congestion wholly 
unprecedented which prevents nor­ 
mal service being obtained from the 
available supplies of equipment. 
Similar conditions are said to ex­ 
ist at Topeka, Wichita, Hutchinson, 
Sedalia and other railroad centers. 
From smaller places come 
similar 
reports, alleging that empty cars are 
to be found on every railroad siding., 
These unite in declaring that in as­ 
serting that a scarcity of cars is res­ 
ponsible .for the failure to keep up 
with traffic demands the roads are 
misleading the public. 
A lack of motive powrer is said to 
be much more pressing 
than 
the 
scarcity of cars. The roads have not 
locomotives enough to

trains, and consequently bot.» loaded 
cars and empties are allowed to Me 
on the tracks unused.
